BANDUNG, Indonesia (UPI) - 
The first serious anti-American 
incident during Robert F. Kenne­ 
dy’s week-long visit to Indonesia 
was reported in Surabaya before 
the attorney general flew to Ban­ 
dung today. 
U.S. Embassy sources in Jakar­ 
ta said the offices of the U.S. In­ 
formation Service and the homes 
of the U.S. consul, U.S. vice con­ 
sul and Japanese vice consul in 
Surabaya, 420 miles southeast of 
Jakarta, were simultaneously at­ 
tacked Friday night by Indonesian 
demonstrators. 
The sources said windows were 
smashed at the U.S. consultate 
building and the homes were 
damaged, but no injuries were re­ 
ported. 
The anti-American outburst in 
the east Java city marred Kenne­ 
dy’s otherwise pleasant visit to 
Indonesia. Except for a few sharp 
exchanges with Indonesian stu­ 
dents and an egg that was thrown 
at him, the attorney general re­ 
ceived a warm reception wher­ 
ever he went in Indonesia.

WASHINGTON (UPD-High ad­ 
ministration officials said today 
the war in South Viet Nam is 
being fought under a "counter- 
guerrilla strategy" in which U.S. 
combat troops should play no 
part. 
In the wake of Republican Na­ 
tional Committee criticism that 
President Kennedy has been "less 
than candid" about the U.S. role 
in Vim Nam. officials are at­ 
tempting to more fully explain 
both the nature of the Viet Nam 
war and the extent of U.S. in­ 
volvement in it. 
Administration sources made 
these general points: 
—There is little possibility of 
another “Korean war" in Viet 
Nam. It to believed neither the 
North Vietnamese nor the Red 
Chinese are prepared to launch 
any mass attack with convention 
ai armies. 
—The United States has done 
less to organize and direct South 
Vietnamese operations than many 
Americans may think. Viet Nam 
President Ngo Dinh Diem is 
largely in control of the general 
strategy and except for helicopter 
supply missions. U.S. military 
personnel are not in combat po­ 
sitions. 
—Use of U.S. combat troops to 
not being considered. In fact, it 
would probably do more harm 
than good.

D-Ga., said 
“if the southerners can be as­ 
sured that the agreement will be 
administered 
properly,

think it will have a good effect 
on the trade program.” 


The proposed pact would go 
into effect Oct. I—after Congress 
completes action on the trade bill. 
Hearings are scheduled to start 
March 12 on Kennedy's trade bill. 
Chairman 
Wilbur

Mills, 
D-Ark., announced that adminis­ 
tration officials will lead off the 
testimony before the House Ways 
k Means Committee, after which 
spokesmen for private groups and 
organizations will be heard. 
The disputed legislation would 
give the President broad tariff- 
cutting powers to enable him to 
negotiation tariff agreements with 
Europe's new Common Market.

In Holland 


LONDON (UPI) - Hurricane- 
force winds slashed across north­ 
ern 
Europe 
t o d a y , 
leaving 
smashed dikes in Holland, north­ 
west Germany’s worst floods in 
300 years and battered British 
cities. 
Winds hit a record 177 miles an 
hour in Britain, where at least ll 
persons were killed and near­ 
ly half of the homes in Sheffield 
were damaged. Damage was esti­ 
mated at $8.4 million, 
In 
Holland, the storm-tossed 
North Sea broke through the cen­ 
tury-old dikes on Folarderland 
and 
Schiermonnikoog 
island, 
which rim the Zuider Zee. Church 
bells warned the islands, resi­ 
dents as water poured across low- 
land 
farmlands. 
No casualties 
were reported there. 
The deadly North Sea destroyed 
dikes in Germany and turned riv­ 
ers into ranging oceans. Two per­ 
sons were killed when gales col­ 
lapsed a dance hall roof in the 
village of Einfeld. The Elbe and 
Weser rivers overflowed and flood­ 
ed downtown Hamburg and Bre­ 
men, which are both more than 
40 miles from toe sea. 
Schleswig-Holstein state author­ 
ities said rivers were more than 
12 feet above the usual high wa­ 
ter mark. This is more than a 
foot higher than the catastrophic 
floods of 1660—the year the state 
was founded and records were 
first kept. Officials declared toe 
flooded district a disaster area. 
North Sea storms also ladled 
Norway and Denmark. A million 
dollars damage was reported in 
Denmark. A snowstorm, accom­ 
panied by 70-mile-an-hour winds, 
struck northern Sweden. 
In Germany, hundreds of West 
German troops joined police in 
dike patrols to help battle the 
floods. Five-hundred persons were 
removed after dikes broke in a 
farm area. 
The sea pounded dikes at Cox- 
haven and Bremerhaven. More 
than 60,000 sandbags were piled 
in Cuxhaven, where water chewed 
a 90-foot strip from a city Em­ 
bankment. 
A city spokesman said “without 
the army, we would have been 
finished.” 
A reporter who tried to drive 
to dike authority headquarters in 
Husum was forced back by the 
Elbe River floods. He said, “ it 
looked like a raging ocean.”
